Another Victim of Ifloiiaco. 

New York, Aug. 13.— The M. 
Gagarin, who attempttui suicitle at 
Monaco, belongs to one of the he.st 
families of RuMMa. He lost 3,000,000 
francs at the gambling table and coin- 
jiletely exliausted his I'CHOUices. He 
then asked the manager to loan him 
suffioient means to travel to St. Peters- 
burg, This the manager refu.sed to do, 
whereupon M. Gagarin shot himself 
with a revolver. The ball entered the 
temple and traveled round the skull to 
the neck, inflicting a severe and danger- 
ous, but not a fatal wound. This futile 
attempt to destroy bimselftook place 
in his private apartments. Finding 
that he had failed in his purpose, M. 
Gagarin then dragged himself to a 
window and tried to throw himself 
from it. He was by this time too weak, 
however, from loss of blood, to effect 
HiliHfention, and fell back to the floor. 
He was found lying there, weltering 
in his blood, and was taken to the 
hospital. The would-be suicide is a de- 
scendant of the noted Mallei Pelro- 
vitch Gagarin, who was govenier of 
Siberia under Peter 1., and was execut- 
ed for conspiracy to make himself 
sovereign of that province. 



Ruin's Ticiim. 



A brother of William Stead, the 
editor of The Pall Mall Gazette, lies 
in a nameless grave in the town of 
Clayton, Ala. "It was in 1772," says 
The Atalanta Constitution, "that Stead 
made bis appearance in Clayton. He 
was a tramp, liut gave evidence of hav- 
ing seen belter days. Ptiuiiiiess iincj 
friendless, he gladly accepted odd jobs, 
and soon went lo work as a landscape 
gardener. To Prof. Johnson, then a 
teacher in Olayton, Stead eoniided tlie 
story of his life. It was the old tale of 
drink and the train ef evils following 
it. Kum had robbed him of family, 
fortune and frieiuis, and made him a 
yagabond uijon the face of the earlb. 
Again the demon seizrd him, and this 
tifpe death put an end to his struggles 
and temptations. Prof. Johnson wrote 
to the great London editor, informing 
hini of his brother's sad fate, and in 
due time a reply catip- acknowledging 
the relationship ami 'jiving the history 
of a brilliant bul unconirollaljle mnii. 
The prosperous editor begged the pro- 
fessor to communicate anything of a 
pleasant nature he might know about 
the outcast, but not to write any un- 
plea&rit tidings."

Contrary to the common belief, there 
was no lack of provisions or (lijlieiieies in 
Kichmoud at 'any 'time during ilie wnr, 
but the prices measured by alleged dol- 
lars were simjily stupendous. 1 do not re- 
member that there was anj' aclual.sullar- 
lug among tho people, uliliough food and 
drink \yore of course eeonomieally 
dealr 'with. • I recollect also thai 
there was a bread riot of so 
large proportions as to call for the inler- 
veullon of cUe mllilary, bul llie women, 
black and white, who were tlie chief par- 
tieipauis, wore of the lowest .ulass, and 
were inatigiited not by waat so much as 
pure deviltry. 

It is a curious fact that what are called 
the lower classes fnred belter, as far as 
provisions were concoruud. than tho 
oltleeholdcra or wealthier citizens The 
salaries of the ollieehoklcrs, both Con- 
federate and stale, were i^i-ossly inade 
quale lo provide for their fiiiiiilii's, iiml 
the wealthier oilizeus at Ihe uutsca of the 
wiir liad invested, almosl witlioiil e.\cep 
lion, all their aviiiliible nieiuis in the .s per 
cent, bonds of llio Coiifcdcn-iite govern- 
nienL Those who owned sjuve^, by liirin;,^ 
them out obtained large returns, lor labor 
was in great demand; bul tin' trouble was 
that the Confederate authorities eon- 
scripted all able bodietl negroes as drivers 
of mule learns, laborers on llic I'ortilii'a 
tlons. etc., just as they eonscriplud able- 
bodied wliites lor serv ice in tlie tield, and 
the hire given to the musters wll^^ but a 
tithe of what could have been procured in 
open market. 

Talk about Wasliinglon being a eily of 
boarding-houses and reslaui'anls, why il 
was not a circumslauco to the Confeder- 
ate capital. Nearlj' every house, and es- 
pecially of people of limited means, wa-i 
filled with lodgers, and nearly cveiy other 
house was an eating house. The poorer 
whiles and blacks made money hand over 
fist by cooking provlsioas and selling 
them fiom staud.s on the streets and at 
the depots to the huge swarms of hungry 
people who were eonstantly coming and 
going. The population proper of Hlcli- 
nioud was not a fourth of the vast crowd 
that daily and nightly congregated within 
its corporate limita It was tho 
Mecca of the Confederacy, and the pil- 
grimages made thereto wore constat In 
their coming.. Ofllcers and soldiers, 
.lcwi.sh merclianta, "exempts, " blockade- 
runners, refugees from .Vlarylaud and 
■tVesi Virginia and from counties of tlie 
state held by the Federals poured iu a 
steady stream into the lap of the city, and 
the people of the city made their living, 
and, indeed, it may be said in many in- 
stances, wa.ved fat, In feeding and lodg- 
ing the hungry horde- 

The home giiards, organized simply to do- 
fend the capital, comprised ali the o ticials 
in the Confederate and stale departments, 
and no man was e-xemol who was able lo 
fire a ritle from beliind a breastwork. 
These held no drills, bul marched in a 
body, without regular order, lo the breast 
works when the alarm bell in llie capilol 
square rang forth the warning peal of the 
approach of -thetenemy— so many -strokes, 
I thtak.

The beautiful figures of terra cotta 
which reach us from Asia and Greece are 
connected with Greek burials iu a very 
remarkable way. They arc not placed in 
Ihe graves iu an orderly fasliion. At 
Tanagra and jMyrina they are seldom 
found entire, but "broken in a purposeful 
manner. In early times men slew at the 
graves of departed chiefs their female kin 
or captive women to accompany them lo 
the ne.xt world. 

It seems, then, likely that these terra 
colta women of the graves are tho later 
representatives of these real women, just 
as terra cotta loaves of bread and fruits 
take the place of real food, antl that they 
were thrown into the tomb lo jieople the 
solitude of the grave and to furnislt ihe 
dead man with pleasantcompanionship in 
tho world of shadea This theory will 
account for tho fact that there are 
scarcely any representations of lioarded 
men among terra ccllii images — they arc 
nearly all of women and of boys -and 
for the custom of breaking the images, 
the breaking taking thd" place of the earlier 
slaying.

BOUNCING TEE GZAR. 

"" Tn America when a man ia kicked out 
of a house or any other place whore hia 
presence is deemed obnoxious they style 
it "bouncing him'' or "firing hiui out." 
Social nuiaancea nro often treated in that 
flummary way. They usually profit by 
thu lesson and do not repeat the offence. 
Lord Salisbury has just performed the 
agreeable task of bouncing the Czar out 
of Afghanistan and forcing him by the 
power of argument backed by armies and 
guns to relinquish hia pretensions to Zul- 
likar Pass. This pass ia in reality the 
door or road that leads directly into Af 
nhaniatan from lluasia's recently acquired 
poBseBaioDB in Oentral Asia. With ZulG- 
kar in hia hands the Czar might liave ad- 
vanced upon Horut or gobbled up Afghan- 
istan at hia loisiiro. When tlio Salisbury 
government took office the Russian army 
had arrived off the entrance .to the pass 
and were meditating its seizure. M. Los- 
ssr, the Busaian comroiaaioner, put in a 
claim for the pass and General Alikhanofl 
stated that it was the intention of Russia 
to occupy it. The change of ministry iii 
Great liritain c;vnio at iho niche of tim«. 
With the retirement of the Giadatone 
government Russia's opportunity for fur- 
ther territorial aggrandizement departed, 
and after indulging in the customary 
amount of rhodomontade anJ deceit she 
has ingloriously backed down by relin- 
quishing her claim to Zultikar and lias 
probably learned to boliavu hor.solf for 
the future — at any rate, while the con- 
servatives remain in power. Thia diplo- 
matic victory can scarcely fail in giving 
the conservatives great prestige before the 
country, and will prove a powerful lover 
in the constituencies at the coming elec- 
tions. 

THE PLAGUE. 

The cholera i.s advaiicintr with giant 
strides through liurope. Tlie innrtnlity 
in Spain from this cause has been iiwful. 
Nearly one-half of those attacked there 
died. MarsoilloB and Toulon, in France, 
were ravaged last year by the same dread 
disease and now it is back in those cities, 
destroying right imd left. Most of the 
remedies uliich [iroved effeetuul during 
the prevalence of tiio cholera thirty years 
ago have been tried and failed. A Span- 
ish doctor wiio fancied he had discovered 
a preventative vaccinated fifty-four nuns 
with the gornia of the disease and all 
died. The scones in the cholera-smittan 
districts are described as horrible in the 
extreme. Corpses lie unburied in the 
streets where they fall. Men, women and 
children, apparently in good health, are 
seized with a numbness and in two hours 
are dead, without any of the usual pre- 
monitory symptoms of the disease having 
been manifested. Some writers declare 
that the disease is not the cholera, but 
it ia idcnticnl with the plague which 
depopulated England more than two 
hundred years ago. That pestilence, if 
wo remember ariglit, made its presence 
known by a black mark which appeared 
on the breaata of thoae attacked, a dis- 
tinguishing feature wliich ia not seen in 
the cholera cases now under treatment. 
America can scarcely hope to escape a 
visitation from this dread disease, which 
revels in filthy localities and finds victims 
among the poor and illfed aa well oa the 
rich and gluttonous. It behooves the 
authorities of every town, tlion, to be on 
ihe alert and to introduce every possible 
precaution against the spread of tho dis- 
ease. Victoria nueds a thorough purifica- 
tion, and should receive it at an early 
"Wff. date.

Part of the cargo of the wrecked bark 
Haddingtonshire was sold to-day at pub- 
lic auction at the Morchanta' E.xchango. 
It consisted of 17,000 caaea aalmon and 
12,500 barrels flour. Latest reports from 
the wreck were that 1,857 caaea salmon 
and 1,816 bags flour had been recovered. 
The salmon was sold at action for $2,626. 

ARIZONA. 

NooALEs, Aug. 2ij. — Tile murder of 
three Americana and eight Mexicans at 
Baaachuua by Apaches has been confirmed 
by Agalipo Franco. 

To.Mii.sTONE, Aug. 25. — Sixly Apaches 
made a raid on Friday last on ranches 
near San Pedro, Mexico, forty miles south 
of this city, and carried off a number of 
horses. The raid was witneaaed by a 
aquad of Mexican soldiers, but no inter- 
ference was attempted. 

SOUTHERN STATES. 
CHAULE.STON, S. 0., Aug. 25. — Charles- 
ton was struck by a cyclone this morning 
and one-fourth of the houses in the city 
are unroofed. Part of the spire of St. 
Michael's church were blown down and 
the spire of Oitaael a(iuare Baptist church 
is demolishad; wharves and warehouses 
nro badly damaged. Al Sullivan's island 
two steamers are aground ard the new 
Ashley river bridge is swept away. Four 
veasela which arrived yetterday are 
wrecked. Telegraph wires are down and 
there are no cara running. The loaa ia 
ostimated at §1,000,000. ' The work of 
restoration hiis already began.

GERMANY. 
BEKLl.^f, Aug. 25. — It is reported tliat 
Germany has asked powora friendly to 
both herself and Spain to act aa arbitra- 
tors in the Caroline Islands dispute. 

AUSTRIA. 

KfiKSLSiiiR, Aug. 25. — It ia officially an- 
nounced that Germany will send no dele- 
gates to Kreraaior to attend tho confer- 
ences between the courts of St. Peters- 
burg and Vienna. 

Emperor Francis Joseph, immediately 
after his arrival yesterday, began thu 
work of receiving delegations. 

The cziir and czarina of Russia, accom- 
panied by the imperial- entourage, arrived 
here at 11:80 this morning. Tho czar and 
czarina and imperial suite, upon goiug 
from tho atation to the sohloas of Krem- 
sier, avoided tho town and were driven 
through tho park surrounding auhl.ia. 
Emperor Francis Joseph and his sou Ru- 
dolph, tho imperial crown prince, met the 
czar at the railroad station. 

Vienna, Aug. 25. — '/he Correapond- 
encia confirms the statement that the 
conference recently held at Varsin bo- 
twoon Prince Uisniaruk and Count Kaluo- 
ky, the Austrian iuiperial foreign iiiiuid- 
ter, resulted in no jiractical progreas to- 
wards aa actual Auatrio-Geruiaii i.'ustoiii.'i 
union, although they actually did result 
in an underataiidiiig that curtain of the 
tariff laws of both nations shall for the 
present bo operated less strictly against 
each other. 

KiiEMsiEK, Aug. '25. — At tho mooting 
of tho llua.fian and .\u3trian imperial 
families to-day tlio llupaburga wore tlia 
lluasiaii uniform. The meeting took place 
at the railway station, and tho monarclis 
embraced. 'Iho czar and oniporur then 
entered the same carriage and want to- 
gether to Schloss; the emperors and em 
prosaos indulged in much embracing and 
kiaiing. Tho czar knelt and kissed tho 
hand of the Auatrian enipreas. 

ARABIA. 

Ai)i-:y, Aug. '25 — Tho ateamer Uuzzi- 
low, loaded with pilgrims, >fa3 wrecked 
to-day in the gulf of Aden and one hun- 
dred persona aboard wore drowned. 

SPAIN. 

Madkid, Aug. 25. — The Oorresponden- 
cia charges that England has given tacit 
approval of Germany's conduct in seizing 
tho Caroline Islands. 

Count Von Solina Sonenwalde, Gorman 
ambassador to Spain, who for aomo time 
past haa felt constrained to abstain from 
appearing in public, ia about to go to Ber- 
lin to oiijoy a holiday. 

EGYPT. 

SuAKiiM, Aug. 25. — Two hundred and 
forty friendly natives, in their own steam- 
boats accompanied an English steamer 
140 miles north of here on the Rod eoa to 
the village of Spinat, which was attacked 
and destroyed. Tho British and their 
allies in this battle killed a largo number 
of hostile Arabs who inliabited S[)inat(uid 
captured enough grain and cloth to maku 
a cargo, 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Aug. 25. — Tlio French newapa- 
pera are praising Spain for tho attitude 
alio haa aaaumod toward Germany over 
the Caroline Islands affair. They advise 
Spain to icaist Bismarck's greed, and as- 
sure the Spaniards that Bismarck will 
yield if thoy continue to maintain a bold 
front, 
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casea of cholera were reported hore to 
day, and there were thirty-eight deaths 
from thu disoaso. The report that cholera 
had broken out in the Freiich sqi:adroii 
anchored near Toulon ia ccnUrnied. 
Seven cases of cholera and three deaths 
were reported from the fleet to-day. 

The cholera panic has now extended to 
all claaaes in the city, and all who can get 
away are resorting to flight. Uoatlia froni 
cholera have occurred in many towns and 
villages ia tho dopaitment of lUioiie. 

PaKIS, Aug. 25. — Tliuro ia a groat deal 
said n fhe press about tho Franco-Span- 
ish alliaDoa, and this causes uneasiness ia 
French oflUciBl circles, becauta it is feared 
Bismarck may make ft forcible complaint 
about it. 

MEXICO. 
CiTYoy MEXi(jo,Aug. 25. — An epidemic 
of yellow fever is raging in the state of 
Chipas on the Guatemalan border. Tho 
fever is of a violent typo, destroying en- 
tire families, 

IRELAND. 

DuBLiy, Aug. 25. — Tho Parnellite 
managers held a secret meeting here to- 
day to select candidates for the coming 
campaign and to discuss further tlio policy 
of the homo rule party. iMr. Paniell 
himself prenided over the meeting, and it 
was resolved to adviae all homo rule oon- 
stituenoiea to select no candidates without 
first consulting with Parnell, and to vote 
for none who would not give pledges to 
act with tho party iia a unit in parliament 
It wnsiilso roaolved that candidates ahould 
each aign a pledge to vote and act with 
tho Parnellitoa, and to resign if a ma- 
jority of their colleagues ao ordered. 

AddreBaiii<; m public meeting Parnell 
said that triumph to the Irish cause wa-s 
assured, whetlier whigs or toriea won the 
olcctions. Tho torioa would give aa gocjJ 
a scheme f(;rsolf-governmont aa the wliiga. 
"Let Irish farmora," he said, '"support 
the league and prove that they will not 
allow landlords to trample on them dur- 
ing the ensuing winter. 

MONACO. 
Monaco, Aug. 25. — Signor Clorico, 
Italian consul here, has been arrested, 
charged with having embfizxlod §70,000.

On Friday evening Mr. Justice Cronso 
flelirered his judgment in tho matter of 
Wing Cli'ing and Chu Liiy, two ChiuoBO 
convicted by Mr. Edwiu Johnson, S. M. 
Hia lordship declared that part of tho 
act under which conviction was made 
ii/(i°a uirM of thu pruvinoial legislature 
and quashed tho conviction. 

After stating tlie arguments of couaael, 
Mr. .fusticu Crc-aao saya: In order to deal 
Batiafticturily with tho (luoationa raised by 
this appeal it is iiocasaary to acii what is 
the scope and purport of the act. It is 
called "An act to regulate the Chinese 
population of British Columbia." It 
afar/.i with a recital, in itself a petUio 
jn iiicipii — not apparently the result of any 
public eiirjuiry — which charges them with 
being not law-abiding, tlisaiiuilar in 
habits and occupation to the whites — 
useless in eijiergouciea, habitual deaecra- 
tora of graveyards, uiisuited to our laws, 
and of habits subversive of the com- 
munity.' From that premises, concluding 
that special laws am roquirod for their 
goveninioju it proceeds to enact: 

1. The title. 

2. DuUues ChiiiBso to aiean "any native 
of the Chinese empire or its depoudoncies 
nut bora of British parents, and shall in- 
clude any person of tho Chinese race." 

Section 3— with which we are im- 
mediately concerned — saya: "From and 
aftur tho passage of this act thoro shall be 
payable and paid by ei-ory Chinese in 
British Culunibia, abovi the age of four- 
teen years, unto anil for tho uao of Her 
Majesty, her heirs and succoaaora, the 
sum of ton dollars, and therevftor on the 
1st day of June in each and every year 
there shall bo likowiao payable and paid 
by such Ghine.su porauii a further au m of 
ten dolliira." 

yco. ■) providjj.i for tho appointment and 
[laynuMit of apeoial collectors, "to be 
called Chinese coUoctora, to collect and 
receive such payments from Chiiidso, and 
such collector or coUectura iininodiatoly 
upon such payment shall isauo and deliver 
to tho person paying the same a licenae in 
the form contained in the schedule 
hereto." 

By Sec. 5 "any Chinese who shall bo 
found within the proviacB not having in 

hia posaosaian a licenae iaauod under tho 
provisions of thia act, lawfully insued to 
him, ahall on conviction thereof forfeit 
and pay a sum not exceeding forty dol- 
lara." 

By Sec. (3 "any collector or govornmoni 
servant wilfully disobeying any of the 
provisions of this act shall forfeit and pay 

aaum not exceudiiig ono luindred dollars," 

By Si'.c. 7 "overy collector ahall collect 
tho tax from each Chinese, and shall aa 
soon afttirwardi as may be pay oyer the 
amount to the ullicor in charge of the 
treasury, or to such other person as tho 
lieutenant-governor in council may from 
time to time direct." 

By Sec. 8 "every employer of Clyneso 
shall furnish to tho collector, when re- 
quested by him so to do, from time to 
tiiiKi, a hil of all Chinese in his employ, 
or indirectly employed by him; but no 
such statement shall bind the collector, 
uor shall escuae him from making due 
enquiry to ascertain its correctness." 

Section 0. "In case any employer of 
Chiuoso fails to deliver to tho collector 
the list uientioued in tho preceding sec- 
tion, when required to do 80, such em- 
ployer shall, on complaint of the collector 
and upini conviction before a justice of

other or others of such pi:ei»ise8 or some 
part thereof; (<?) that he has pasged thu 
night or alept upon aiioh proinisca at any 
time within a weel; of tho lovy, it ahall 
bo sulJioient authority for the collector to 
lovy '13 aforesaid on the non-production of 
the licenae. J^roof of the lawful posses- 
sion of such receipt ahull lie on tho per- 
son '.vhoae goods are reatralneii. 

By auction II every licenae muat be 
demanded by tho employer and rotaiacd 
during the Chinamaa'a service. 

By section 1'^ ta? collectors are not to 
allow Chinese tu pass unless a licenae is 
produced. 

Section 13 imposes a penalty of §60 on 
any porson guilty of employing any Clii- 
nuse not liaving a iiceiiau. 

Sec. 14. Foe for free miners certificate 
to a Chinese to be S15, instead of the 
whito man's §5. 

^ec. Ifi. Penalty not exceeding S.'50 
for evuiy Chinaman mining without a 
liccnso. 

Section IG amends tho licenan ordinance 
of 1807, wlioreby tho pursuit of various 
callings is aanctioned by theominus words, 
"but no license shall be issued to any 

Chinese. " 

Seclioiis 17nnd 18 prevent tl.e osliuiiia- 
tioii of dead bodies without pormission 
and prohibit the use of opium except for 
modic.ll purpoaea. 

Section 19 providea for the recovery of 
any pecuniary penalty there under in a 
summary manner beforo a.I.P. and in 
default of imincdiato payment sanctions a 
distress and failing thit impriaonmsnt for 
not exceed ing 3 months. 

Section 20 (amended by act of 1885) de- 
clares that "convictions are not to be 
quashed for want of form."

guards of tho freedom from opprosaion 
won for ua by our forofatlieru — Itlut Uo 
one shall be deemed guilty until ho has 
been proved so, — throws on the defend- 
ant, white or yellow, the burden of prov- 
ing that he is exempt from the operation 
of its arbitrary provisions — and in a tax

Tho (luoatiou now raised on the con- 
atruclion of this act ad'ecta not only Brit- 
ish Columbia, but, aa she occupies tho 
only Pacific auiiboiird of the dominion; in- 
directly moro or loaa the very many other 
provinces under the flag of confederation. 

Taking for conveniPDce the five points 
of objection to the conviction in the order 
in which they are made — 

1. That it interfered with tho dominion 
pciwer.-i under tho B. N. A. act over aliens 
and naturalization. 

2. Trade and commerce, 

3. Treaty obligations. 

4. That the tax was unequal, 

5. That it was indirect taxation and 
therefore illegal and should be quashed. 

I. Oil the Qrst point, I would observe 
that it ia now well settled law that Brit- 
ish Columbia, as a part of tho dominion, 
possesses all, but posseaaes only, the pow- 
ora which aro strictly defined by the B. 
N. A. act of IBQ7, which ia, indeed, the 
constitution of Canada, 

Neither she nor any other of tho 
proviiicea pnsae.-'aus any other oowers of 
legislation than are conferred by that act. 
If British Columbia or any other province, 
in its legislation, goes beyond that act 
and, in oxcoss of its provisions, that 
moment, and to the extent of such trans- 
greaaion, it ceases to be |aw. Therefore 
in dealing tv ith this question our consti- 
tutional act must bo kept in view through- 
out, as thu ineasuro by which Wo must 
continually guage the legality or illegality 
of the provisions of the local statute 
under consideration. 

The act of federation waa paaaed in 
order to be an irrefragable, permanent 
standard by which to pri'sorve and regu- 
late all tho relative rights of the provinces 
aa aniniig themselves and aa regards the 
Dominion, 

Tho oxcluaivo powers of that act given 
to the Dominion over particular aubjucts 
are contained in tho Slat section, The 
oxcluaivo powers of the province are 
particularized in section 92. It is natural 
that in tho working out of such a consti- 
tution, in a now and growing country, 
questions ahould be continually cropping 
up, and call upon the cpurts to define 
gradually and with greater eiaf tij-gasT^ ' 
timo progresses ftiidjaQCU^^fTon expands, 
the ridatjve_ui«','u78 givon by the act to the 
P"Hi»iin)n and province respectfully, 

Sub-section 2 of section pi gives to the 
dominion purljamtrnt ozclusiyely the reg- 
ulation of "trikde apd conqmercp," and by 
Bub-aoction 25 that of "naturalization and 
iiliona," and everything relating to those 
aubjocta as allecting tho whole dominion 
is within tlio dominion powers, and no lo- 
cal legtalalure can make any statute in- 
terfering with either of those subjects. 
If it doos, ao far as such interference ex- 
tends it is illegal and void, and when 
brongiit boforo the court it is the duty of 
tliat tribunal so to adjudge it. 

And thu con verso of thia is true when 
applied to dominion legislation as affect- 
ing the subjects exclusively given by the 
constitution to the province. 

Now applying thia te.''; to the statute 
beforu i-.s, let ua aeo whothor and how far 
its provisions nU'cot, as is alleged, aliens 
or trade or comaierco. 

The aliuii; in thia case being Chinese, 
tho Srat enquiry rj^ust bo, what is the ob- 
ject of the act? On applying i.o t^e pre- 
amble, we find that it looks lijce a bill of 
indictment as against a raoo not suited to 
live unong a civilized nation and certain- 
ly does not prepare one for legislation 
which v/'oulcl encourage or tolerate their 
sottloinont in thu country. Indeed, the 
first lines of the proamule soi^ud an alarm 
at the multitude of paopio poming 
in, who are of tho repulsive habits de- 
scribed in the last part of tho preaniblo, 
and prepares one for nioasuvos which 
should have a tendency to abate that 
alarm by det,errent influences and enact- 
ments which should have fho effect of 
materially lossening the nunftof of 
such undesirablo viflitors. Thfl pro- 
visions of tho act I hay« given soii>ewhat 
inoxtonsivoly bear out that yiow, snd 
the concurrent and previous local legiija- 
tion bear out the same impression, for on 
the same day waa ps^saij an qot tj^e very 
object of which was plainly stated to bo 
"to prevent the immigration of Ohinoso." 

Tliat act waa disallowed. Jt interfered 
with alions as well as trsdo and commerce, 
which cannot subsist among nationn with- 
out personal intercourse, which such an 
act (as far us China was ooncornod) would 
have a tendency to prohibit. 

Another statute (of 1378), "An act to 
provide for the bettor collection of taxes 
from Chineaa" which contained several of 
the stringent provisions which I have 
described in this act, such aa a special tax 
specially reoovorably by summary and un- 
usual remedies from tho Chinese alone in 
British Columbia, and enforced by 6ne 
and imprisonment and other penal clauses 
came before thia court, and in a most 
conaciuiitous and exhaustive judgment of 
Mr. Jualioe Gray, of 23d Sept., 1878, iu 
the case of Tai Sing vs. Macguire, waa 
declared unconstitutional and ultia vires 
the local legislature aa intorferinfj with 
aliens and trado and copimerce, pia.ttgrs 
reserved exclusively under the {^lat goq- 
tioii of the B. N. A, act to the Dominion 
That decision was never appealed froii), 
asd was at oucB acted on by the govern- 
ment as bonoluBife. 

The position and legislative powers of 
British Columbia have been in nQ reijpBcfc 
altered in jta relations to the legislative 
powera of the d/juiiujon op the saipe 
subjects since that time though TJ,i)8aoll 
vs. tho Queen, 8 appeal cases, aud IjLodga 
vs. tilc Queen, 9 appeal cases, have movo 



fully defined the extent of tho powera of 
the prorineial legislatttres than has hither- 
to been done, and in the latter caso especi- 
ally that Hocision waa not before iilr. 
Gray when he rendered the judgment in 
Tai Sing vs. McGuire, Until reversed or 
varied the decision in that case is law here 
and binding on this court. 

Their lordships say (page 132) (with re- 
ference to the objection of the appullanta 
there) (delegatus nori potest delegare). 

"It appears to their lordships, how- 
ever, that the objection thus raised by the 
appallsiiits is founded on an entire mie- 
coiicoption of the true character and posi- 
tion of the provincial legislatures. They 
aro iu no sense delegates of or acting 
under any mandate from the Imperial 
parliament. When the British North 
America Act enacted that there should bo 
a legislature for Ontario"; (in thia eaao wo 
can for "Ontario" read Britiaa Columbia) 
"and that its logislativo asaembly should 
have exclusive authority to make laws for 
the province and for provincial purpoaea 
in Telation to th<i matters enumerated in 
sect. 92, it conferred powers not in any 
Boiise to be exercised by delegation from or 
aa agents of tho Imperial parliament but 
authority as plenary and as ample within 
the limits prescribed by sec, 92 as tho Im- 
perial parliament in the plentitude of its 
power possessed and could bestow. With- 
in these limits of subjects and area the 
local legislature ia supreme." 

[So far this decision confirms tlie words 
of Lflrd Selborno in R. vs. Burah; what 
follows goes beyond it.] "And haa the 
aamo authority as the Imperial parlia- 
ment or the parliament of tho Dominion 
would have had under like circumstances 
to oonSde to a municipal institution — a 
body of its own creation — authority to 
make by-laws or resolutions aa to aubjecta 
apeciiied in the ouactmeiit, and with the 
object of carrying tho enactment into 
operation and efl'ect. " 

That decision, although in some respecta 
an obiter dictwm, as regards thia case, 
makes it clear that within the limits of 
subjects and tho area presoribBd by the 
B. N. A. Act, by section 92, tho legisla- 
ture of British Columbia ia supremo. Tlie 
basis, then, of our enquiry must ho: Is 
this Chinese Regulation --^ict of 1884— 
rather tliu parts of it objected to — within 
the limit of subjects and area of section 
92, or doea it exceed those limits in which 
it is suproine, and interfere with aliens' 
trade and commerco in such a manner aa 
to encroach on section 91 or any of its 
aubaectionsl If so, so far as it does so, it 
is unconstitutional and ultra vires, and 
thorefora void. It does not follow be- 
cause a local act touches on these three 
subjects it therefore interferes with them 
BO as to render it unconatitutiunal. 

Aliens may be taxed, may bo subjected 
to the lame rules and municipal and other 
by laws as other inhabitants of British 
Columbia, and such diecrimination in ao 
doing, aaare allowed in local legislatures 
between and uinung dillercnt persona and 
occupations among the whites are quite 
as applicable to thorn. These are tho 
only diBcr'miiintioua which tho law al- 
Iowa, and those aro tho porniiasable-dia 
criminations spoken of by Cooloy 
in the portions cited before the 
court. During the argument in the 
case of I,ee Sing vs. Washburn, 20 
California Eeports, 534, was quoted as 
bearing on this case. There, an act of 
the California legislature passed an act 
imposing a capitizatioii tax "on each per- 
son, male and female, of tho Alongolian 
race of the age of 18 years and upwarda 
residing^ in the state," accompanying a li- 
cense alinosc tho fac simile of our own, 
and enforced in much thu same way aa in 
the caso boforo us, that, after long and 
elaborate argument in which the attorney 
general appeared for the state, was deter- 
mined to be unconstitutional, as it was an 
iator/errnca with trade and commerce, 
whieli^^could be regulated alone by the 
general goTefllTneiit. It was in vain ad- 
vanced that at least the state had concur- 
rent jurisdiction in matters of taxation 
relative to its own internal affairs, of 
which this was one (the aarjie proposition 
as was advanced by tho Honorablo Attor- 
ney General Pavie in t(iia case), in which 
it had a supreme and autonomo'us right to 
legislate. -A.iid the ground of thia decis- 
ion was that tho federal conatitiition had 
vested in tho general government the 
power to regulate commerce in all its 
branches (as with us, in the dominion) 
and thia power extends to every species of 
commercial intercourse, and may bo exer- 
ciaed upon persons aa well ao property 
(Mr. Justice Field, whose arguments have 
been reprodutod by the attorney general 
before me in thia case, dissenting). 

That commerce cannot be carried on 
without the agency of persona, and the 
tax, tho ofTcct of which is to diminish 
personal intercourse, ia a tax on com- 
niorcB. If the power to impose such a 
tax is aoknoTV lodged , it being a sovereign 
power, no limitilion can be atlixed to its 
exercise, and it may ho so used as not 
only to diminish but destroy commerce. 

'I'ho power assorted in tho act in ques- 
tion (the California Act) is the right of 
tho state to pieacribo the terms upon 
which the Cluneao shall bo pormittca to 
reside in it, ma^ bo so used aa to cut oft' 
all intercourse botwoon them and the 
people of tho state, and defeat tho com- 
meroial policy of the nation. 

' That tha act could not be maintained 
as 'a police regulation that a hronch of tho 
police power had beun surfondored to tho 
federal goverumont ua a part of the 
power to regulate to oommerpe and its 
osercisa by a state was incompatible with 
the authority of tho government. 

Tlfat the Chinese might be taxed as 
other residents, bijt could not be set apart 
lift special objecta of thp taxation, and be 
oompclJpd to contribute to the rcvonpp of 
the state in tha character of foreigner^. 

The reports of the higher Oa|ifurnjs 
courts are of great authority for us on all 
Chinese questions, for there have been ef- 
forts for years past fo restrict Chinoae in)? 
migration in California, and tho matter has 
been constantly before the superior courta 
there, and the judges there (if we may 
take tho reportii as correct) are more than 
ordinarily skilled in laying down the law 
oorrectly in cooakitutional points of that 
nature. Indeed, there is no nother coun- 
try which has such experience generally 
in constitutional law. 

Of course, iu all tho observations I 
make I recognize tho now well-known 
distinction between the relationa of a 
state of .tho union to the federal govern- 
ment, and our relation as a province to 
tho Dominion. Still both federal govern- 
ments have reserved to themselves the 
fdfju'iition of trade and commorce and 
naturalization and aliens, so the analogy 
is so close as to become almost a direct 
authority. 

the Lin Sin judgment, p. 578, tho 
learned judge says, if the power of taxing 
foi'eignavs, aq in thp present mtu foioign- 
ers, "Jf the poiyer exist it may be p^or- 
cised upon all foreigners pBs'jding |p the 
state and may be so exercised as to bap 
the door of foreign commerce aji efi'ec- 
tually as the government could do by 
issuihgits ipandato and closing its ports,^'

BOBINSON'S CIRGVTS. 

Over Four Tlioiisaiid People 
Attend Last Night. 



Robinson's circus and menagerie arrived 
on the steamers Olympian and Emma Hay- 
ward of the 0. R. & N. Co. yeaterday 
morning between 10 and 11, and the work 
of unloadin|[ was at once bsgun. This oc- 
cupied considerable time, and it waa late 
in tho afternoon before everything was on 
the grounds north of tho iron church. 
Here the numerous tents holding Robin- 
son's "greatest show on earth" were 
erected. Theae compriao the two devoted 
to the animala, wild and tame, and the 
third the monster tent where the circus 
performance is given. 

The two steamers were unable to bring 
over a number of the largo procession 
chariots, there not being room for them, 
nor could all tho horses be brought. 
However, the street parade between four 
and five in tttu afternoon waa an extensive 
and interesting one, and was viewed the 
large crowd which lined the streets with 
much pleasure. 

L'liig before the doors opened in the 
evening an imtnenso crowd hud gathered 
and there was a great rush when at aeven 
they wore thrown open to the public. The 
first tent contained five elephanta, throe 
large and two small, one of the latter be- 
ing an African the other Asiatic elephanta. 
Ono of theae is 123 years old and has a 
very venerable appearance. The largoat, 
Chief, weii^ha about 7, COO pounds, and has 
the reputation of being a very bad eleph- 
ant, having killed auveral men. In thia 
first tent are alao tho sacred cattle of Hin- 
doatan, a monatrouaox and horae, tho lat- 
ter 21 liand.s high, camel, dromedary, water 
butf.ilo, and a three horned freak of nature 
in the ahape of a savage ox. 

Tho next tent ia an extensive ono, and 
contains tho wild and foreign animals. 
The king of beasts, the lion, is well repre- 
sented, t'oyAl Bengal tigers, laughing and 
spottod hyenas, tapir, jaguar, beara, a 
variety of domeatio foreign cattle and 
sheep, a hand.3umu and majestic giraffe, 
aloth bear, and mar y other animals, a close 
inspection of which forms one of the moat 
intcrostinu iituX instructive lessons in nat- 
ural history that could bii taken. Robin- 
Boit's menagi rie is well worthy a visit. 

The immenae oirous teut where tho per- 
formance was about to begin was so 
crowded that extra seats had to be added, 
and there certainly must have been be- 
tween four and five thousand people pres- 
ent. The usual opening parade took 
place, after which one of the best circus 
performances that was ever witnessed was 
given. There was audi a wonderful va- 
riety of trapezing, leaping, vaulting, 
riding, bicycling, roller skating, flying 
through the air, performing elephants, 
horaea, dogs and monkeya, that a refer- 
ence to them ail would be out of the 
question. A circus ring on either side of 
an oxlenaive stage were all kept filled 
with performers from opening to finish, 
and the most remarkable feats performed. 
Zola, on the high wire, walked blindfold- 
ed, rode a bicycle across, carried a boy 
and otherwise carried out successfully 
dangerous feats, A bevy of girls dis- 
ported on the trapeze in mid-air, made 
flying leaps and wont through many grace- 
ful trials of strength, and Aida, a nervy 
little lady, made a dive of nearly 100 feet 
from tho top of the tent to the network 
below, turning a somersault in tho de- 
scent. To recount the wonderful strength 
and nerve diaplayed by both males and fe- 
males would be impossible; suffice it that 
tho immenae audience was almost wearied 
with a aeries of startling eventa. 

Ono of the most amuaing and clover 
parta of the performance wore the ma- 
noeuvres which dogs and monkeys were 
made to execute. The former danced, 
played, leaped, vaulted and generally dis- 
played a wonderful intelligence and train- 
ing. 

A feature that was very noticeable was 
the fact th»t no vendors of lemonade, bad 
cigars, etc., passed among the audience 
and made themselves a general nuisance. 
Thia was a relief from the usual routine, 
and Mr. Robinson deserves credit for the 
very honest way in which his show gener- 
ally is conductud. 

This afternoon at 2 and in the evening 
at 7 will be tho final performances of this 
truly worthy show, and all those who 
have nut seen it should attend, whilo 
doubtless many will again visit John Rob- 
inson's great shows.

A squall struck ua and threw us on our 
beam onda. The carpenter, Simeon John- 
son, Augustus Anderson aud Thoa. lloss, 
seamen, were washed overboard. The 
next morning the seeuncl niitto, Williant 
Courteous, wus f.uiinl ilciul on llie deck; a 
block or sonitJtliim; li;i.l kill.'d lilm vvhon 
the ship keeled nver. Tlio Blii[i l.iy on her 
side for two hoiiis, the .s;;.roi.,irii lifeboat 
being snnished and all the sails torn. 
They were nearly all txl at the time. The 
starboard side of the forecastle was also 
washed away. It was ut this time tho 
chronometer and sextant were broken. 
The next morning wo put tho ship's head 
fur San Francisco. 

SAILING ON TO nOIN. 

We had boon looking out for land for 
tho last four daya. We wore sailing by 
dead reckoning, and it was gUeas work 
though, and tho captain was expecting to 
define hia poaition when land was sighted. 
After the ship struck, tho captain said to 
man tho boats and burn a blue light. We 
lit one blue light and then took to I ho rig- 
ging. The captain called to us to come 
out of tho niuats, as they were about to 
fall. Just at this moment the masts did 
fall, and I waa thrown down on the deck. 
Before the wreck, tho Norwegian had said 
in the forocattlo that she would not sail 
on this tack for four hours, as tho green- 
ness of tho wafer indicated land. Tho 
captain, however, paid no attention to 
this sign. We had all sail sot at the time 
when aho struck. These are the names 
of the parties who wew drowned: Walter 
Eastland, Peter McClain, Thomas Miller, 
John Waters, Edward Morrison, Ivoburt 
Fife and Charles Lunueii. These were all 
tho seamen except tho two drowned be- 
fore; apprentices: Win. >forri3on, Robt. 
Darney, Fred. I^ophein, .lames Cunning- 
ham (cook), Colin Campbell (steward), 
John Macken, Captain John Fraaer and 
Chief Mate Geo. Cunningham. 

THE boy's escape. 

The survivor, William Murray, is IC 
years of ago and lives in (Ilusgoiv, whore 
ho has an undo and aunt. A cousin of 
his, John Waters, an able seaman, waa 
drowned. The boy had served three 
years on the Cumberland tr.uning ship, to 
fit him for service in tho British navy. 
He is a tall, strong youth, with brown 
hair, light blue eyes, brown skin, and is 
altogether a very handsome lad. Ilia 
foot was quite badly jnnime''. by the fall- 
ing masts. He says that when first in 
the water ho swallowed a lot to try tu kill 
himself. The next moment, however, he 
touched bottom.

ACROSS THE PACIFIC. 

Who Win Carry tlie Australian 
malls. 

Designs of the Canadians and 
Anstrallans. 

New York, Aug. 19.— A prominent 
railroad mar. said thia morning: "I hear 
on excellent authority that otTorts are be- 
ing made in London to get the homo gov- 
ernment to gram a subsidy to steamers 
plyinj,' between Liverpool and Montreal, 
notwithstanding the fact that that port 
svill not be available during the six winter 
months. The Oanadian government will 
give special compensation for carrying the 
Australian mails over tho Canadian I'a- 
oific. The Australian colonies stand ready 
to aubsdizo a line from Victoria, B. C, to 
New Zealand, and a weekly lino of firat- 
claas ships ia tu bo put on. This project 
enoountera serious opposition in London 
from the owner3 of the direct stoainora 
and the Snez steamers to Bombay, If 
the United Statea government would ap- 
ply the §200,000 per annum it has ueen 
receiving from tho British govornmeni for 
carrying monthly tho Australian mails 
across the continent to a steamship lino 
running from San Francisco to New /Zea- 
land and touching at Honolulu, first-claaa 
ships could be put on with sveekly sailinga, 
and perhaps a less amount would induce 
the liritish line plying to British Colum- 
bia to touch at San Francisco and Hono- 
lulu on tho inward and outward voyages. 
The subsidy to the presont lino expires 
November lat, but it ia known that post- 
master-general Vilas already has author- 
ity to dispose of sufficient money to main- 
tain a line via San Francisco until con- 
gress can act in the matter. The travel, 
which ia araall at present, will be increased 
by first class ships and by the choice of 
five rail routes across the North Ameri- 
can Continont. A through line from San 
Franciaco to Portland and Puget Sound, 
it ia claimed, will bo completed inaide of 
eighteen months, giving travellers ttio 
option of going this way. If Vilas has the 
interests of American shipping at heart at 
all, he will see the advantages to be do- 
rived by making the above arrange- 
ments." 



ENGLAND'S TRADE DEPRES- 
SION. 

A Protective TarlflT Deemed fin- 
lierative. 

New Youk, Aug. 18. —Senator Ed- 
munds arrived from England yesterday. 
Said he to a reporter: "Buaineas ia do- 
pressed I'ery much. 1 made inquiries 
wherever 1 went on that point, and the 
reply waa everywhere tho same. The 
cauae ia over production. England has 
gone on manufacturing until she has 
glutted the market. Already there is a 
wide feeling that England can only save 
herself and prevent starvution or immi- 
gration among her working people by fol- 
lowing the example of this country and 
adopting a protective tariff policy. In- 
deed, I think she wiil be compelled to 
do so."

The kitchen Is not only visible to the 
guest, but is in reality a i)ortion of the 
dining hall. All the utensils and para- 
phernaliii are before your eyes; even tlio 
meats, vegetables ami the cooks them- 
selves are [jraclieally on oxhibitiou. To 
those who liave believed thai the Celestial 
cooked in some primitive way a visit to 
and Inspection of his culinary anuugo- 
menta is a revelation. 

The Chinese kitohcn greatly resembles 
the American. A sink with an unlimited 
supply of fresh water, a sto^ J. and a 
table, aro artieles common to both. Be- 
sides theso it has, what every civilized 
kitchen should have, a butcher's chop- 
ping-block, a pastry-table, and a eoudi- 
nient-cisa The pastry-table dilTers from 
the ordinary kind iu having a hard wood 
top of extra thickness. The rolling-pins 
that accompany it are three in number, of 
hard wood, three inches in diameter, and 
about live feet long. The condimeul ciusu 
is a flat box about three by two feet, and 
usually contains the following: sail, 
black, white, and red pepper, mus- 
tard, dried ■ lemon and orange pcul, 

finger,: both plain and pickled, saf- 
ron, ■ BOy, vinegar, lemon - juice, 
garlic onion, cassia buds, tamarind ex- 
tract, sweet oil. walnut catchup, tarragon, 
savory, thyme, mint, and dried celer;/. 
Theso make up the condiments used iu 
ordinary cooking. On great occasions 
other and more expensive articles are em- 
ployed. 

Culinar}' utensils h.ive one peculiarity. 
Almost all are globular and uunio in oue 
piec& The Chinese coolc dislikes the 
angles, corners, and edges of American 
pans and pots, as these involve much 
more trouble la cleaning and are liable to 
hold dirt or decaying organic matter be- 
yond the reach of a dish cloth or a dish- 
crush. Most pans and pots are segments 
of a globe two or three feet iu diameter. 
Kitchen spoons, strainers, cake- turners, 
stirrers, and scoops are made with about 
the same curvature, so that the cook has 
no difficulty in mauagiug any article he 
may be cooking. 

Fires are made of both coal and wood, 
though the latter are universally pre- 
ferred. They are built generally inside, 
but at times outride the stove. In roast- 
ing, smoking or drying any food the ar- 
ticle is suspended by a wire in the ceii 
ter of the lire pit, and'lhe tire is built on 
a pile of bricks just outside the ash- pit 
door. The draught carries the (lame and 
heated air through the Ore- pit to th(! 
chimney, and .-^o accomplishes the work 
to be done. AVhere slow roasting would 
dry the juices of the food the article is 
lirst suspended over a very hot, sharp fire 
until the skin Is browned, and is then 
treated in the way jnst described 

Chinesp cooks vary from their Amer- 
ican colleagues in other ways. The keep- 
ing of raw meats is not tolerated in a 
lirst-ela.ss Celestial kilclior., ice box or no 
ice-bo.K. A chicken or duck is carefully 
kept alive in a little pen until an hour be- 
fore dinner, and is then killed, i^urk, 
beef and mutton are cooked as soon as 
delivered by .the butclior. The reason 
is that in warm climates raw 
meats turn bad and decay in a few hours, 
while, when cooked, especially roasted, 
they would keep as many day& The em- 
pyroumatic oils of the smoke in roasting 
act as a preservative, and wijl keep duck 
and pork sweet and wholesome for more 
than a fortnight. In fact, prominent 
Chinese exports aro smoked duck and 
pork, which arc sent and sold all over the 
world. 

Is'early all Chinese kitchen utensils aro 
provided with a hook, ring, and eye in 
or^or.;to bang up. Over the stoves is an 
Iron bar or neavy wire to which spoon- 
stirrcr and cake-turner aro alike attached. 
Even knives and cleavers, fortes and 
prongs, are treated in this„way. In a 
good Chinese kitchen everf ;artfclais re- 
qubredito .he spotter, ready for use^ and 
vlstble'to'the guest. 

Business begins about 7 o'clock and 
continues till midnight Despite the 
small prices charged, it pays fairly from 
an American and very well from a Chinese 
standpoint The Droprietor of !\ good 
restaurant seldom clears less than .s;l,00u 
a year. In live years he can return to ins 
native village and there be a social mug 
wump for the rest of his life. JIauy of 
them become Ami-ricanized and endeavor 
to live accordingly.

Of course, 
the backwonds Y ankee is apt to cat with 
his knife, but the city .American is qiiiet, 
well-bred, and gentlemanly at a public 
table. jScjv does he forgot ills respect for 
women. The l-'renchnian at table is apt 
to 1)6 noisy, "loud, " and demonstrative, 
find ogles the ladies sometimes to a degree 
that is absolutely insulting. As for the 
Germans, the writer has seen a party of 
them ait down at a table d'hote dinner in 
Paris on a hot day, when the first act of 
one of the "ladies" was to take up her 
plate and fan herself with it. 

On another occasion the writer saw a 
Qerman military otllcer stand behind his 
chair at table, and doltbcrately take out a 
comb to arrange his mustache to suit him. 
Of course, in such a statement one must 
not be too sweeping, for there are many 
true gentlemen amon^ both the Tcutunic 
land' Gallic races; while, of course, some 
Amiericans, qq the other hand, aro ill- 
bred to a degrea Still, every one knows 
ladies can do things here that could not 
be thought of in Europe.
